22. (previously presented) A plant produced by the method of claim 21, 
wherein the plant has the desired trait and all of the physiological and morphological 
characteristics of sunflower inbred line H1063R listed in Table 1. 

23. (previously presented) The plant of claim 22, wherein the desired trait is 
herbicide resistance and the resistance is conferred to an herbicide selected from the 
group consisting of imidazolinone, sulfonylurea, glyphosate, glufosinate, L- 
phosphinothricin, triazine and benzonitrile. 

24. (previously presented) The plant of claim 22 wherein the desired trait is 
insect resistance and the insect resistance is conferred by a transgene encoding a 
Bacillus thuringiensis endotoxin. 

25. (previously presented) The plant of claim 22 wherein the desired trait is 
male sterility and the trait is conferred by a cytoplasmic nucleic acid molecule that 
confers male sterility. 
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
